A MAN from Northampton has been remanded in 
custody after being accused of killing another male in 
Majorca while on a cricket tour. 

Thomas Swannell, 44, who lives on the Wellingborough 
Road, was arrested in the early hours of Sunday after the 
death of Gary Vigors, 41, from Essex. 

Mr Swannell appeared in court in Palma, the island’s 
capital, on Tuesday. 

Reports suggest that the two men were in an 
altercation outside a bar in Magaluf and the court heard 
that Mr Vigors had received stab wounds to his neck 
from a broken glass bottle, from which he died. 

Mr Swannell was in Majorca on a pre-season cricket 
tour with Finedon Dolben Cricket Club, as his company, 
Euro Scaffolding, was a sponsor of the team. 

His mother and brother are understood to have gone 
out to the Balearic island to see Mr Swannell but it is 
thought they have not yet been allowed to see him. 

The events have shocked the small cricket group who 


returned home earlier this week after their fixtures with 
Majorca Cricket Club were cancelled. 

Speaking to the Majorca club, Finedon Dolben’s tour 
organiser Mick Dunne said: “We are absolutely 
devastated by what has happened. 

“We are a tight-knit club and we thrive on family values 
as a club. 

“For this to happen is an absolute tragedy It’s knocked 
us back and knocked our players but what we’re feeling 
pales into insignificance as to how the family and friends 
of the poor man who died must be feeling. 

“Obviously we send our deepest sympathy and sincere 
condolences to them but our sentiments seem so 
inadequate in this situation.” 

Wendy Peters from Majorca Cricket Club, defended the 
reputation of the touring party 

She said: “In relation to Finedon Dolben Cricket Club’s 
touring party, contrary to people’s perception of 52 
cricketers wandering mob handed through the streets of 
Magaluf boozing and looking for women, their party, 
with ages ranging from 17 to 70, included many wives 
and girlfriends. In short the cricket tour was also a 
family holiday”

Road rage as cops 
hold training session 
in a busy rush hour

A COMMUTER has slammed 
police after he was forced to sit 
in heavy traffic as he made his 
way home on the Ml on 
Tuesday because of a police 
training exercise. 

Drivers initially thought they 
were stuck in slow moving 
traffic on one of the UK’s 
busiest roads going north¬ 
bound at Junction 15A because 
of an accident - however it has 
been revealed that the 
slowdown was caused because 
of officer training. 

One road user, who didn’t 
want to be named, saw the 
police manoeuvres going on. 


He said: “I was travelling 
southbound on the Ml and the 
traffic was slowing as everybody 
was rubbernecking. 

“I saw four or five police cars 
chasing and then encircling 
another car on the motorway 
and then 200 to 400 yards away 
there was another three cars 
holding up the traffic in a 
rolling road block. 

“The traffic behind was 
stretching back for miles.” 

Northamptonshire Police 
confirmed that the Force were 
out and about on the stretch of 
motorway on a number of 
training exercises, which 
included using a rolling road 
block. 

The commuter said: “I’m not 


sure why the police decided to 
do this at such a busy time, on 
such a busy road or even why 
they were doing it in the first 
place. 

“In real life they would never 
be able to have this sort of road 
block and chase in real life. It 
would be impossible.” 

A spokesperson for 
Northamptonshire Police said: 
“There were a number of units 
training on the Ml for a couple 
of hours on Tuesday afternoon 
during quiet periods on the 
roads. 

“During that time they were 
briefed on and off the main 
carriageway as they trained for

Six-month 
sentence 
for man 
with a 
forged 
passport 

A MAN using a fake 
passport was caught 
out after a 
receptionist noticed 
the document was of 
poor quality and 
included spelling 
mistakes. 

Adeyemi Aluko, 32, 
from London, had 
been in Northampton 
to attend a training 
day at Vision Security 
on Pavilion Drive on 
March 11. 

He pleaded guilty to 
possessing the false 
documents in order to 
work, at Northampton 
Crown Court on 
Monday. 

Prosecuting, Alex 
Ball, told the court 
that Aluko had been 
training to be a 
security guard at a 
B&Q in London and 
that was why he was 
in Northampton. It 
was a receptionist at 
the company who had 
noticed the poor 
quality of the 
document which 
included a poorly cut 
out picture and 
spelling mistakes. 

She said: “He had 
come over from 
Nigeria four years ago 
on a visitor’s visa and 
had obtained the 
passport from a 
family member and 
paid between £100 
and £150 to have it 
forged.” 

Defending, Richard 
Holloway said that 
Aluko had been 
supported during his 
time here by two 
aunts and had not 
been working illegally 
until now. 

He noted that his 
application for 
residency, which had 
been rejected, was 
being appealed. 

Mr Holloway said: “To 
his credit he has not 
been working in the 
warehouses like some 
and only took this 
money as his mother 
had fallen ill in Nigeria 
and he needed to find 
money to pay for her 
healthcare, to the 
tune of £800. 

Judge Charles Wide 
QC sentenced Aluko 
to six months in 
prison. 


Saints star arrested for criminal damage 


NORTHAMPTON Saints and England 
rugby star Ben Foden has been arrested 
on suspicion of causing criminal 
damage. 

The full-back was out in London 
following Saints 39-3 win over London 
Wasps on Sunday and was arrested in 
the early hours of Monday. 

A spokesman for the Metropolitan 
Police said: “Police were called to 
reports of an altercation in Old Park 
Lane at approximately 3.30am on 


Monday, March 28. A 25-year-old man 
has been arrested for criminal damage. 
A 23-year-old man has been arrested for 
theft. 

“Both were taken to a central London 
police station and subsequently bailed 
pending further enquiries to a date in 
early April.” 

The rugby club has said it is taking the 
case very seriously and have started 
their own investigation. 

A spokesman for the Saints said: 


“Northampton Saints takes any such 
allegations very seriously and is con¬ 
ducting its own investigation to ascer¬ 
tain all the facts of the alleged incident. 

“The club is working with Ben Foden 
and his representatives, the Rugby 
Football Union and Premiership Rugby 
and will continue to do so during the 
investigation process. 

“Both Northampton Saints and Ben 
Foden will also continue to co-operate 
with all the relevant authorities.” 
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Town’s track 
upkeep under 
fire as report 
rates it ‘poor’

A COUNCIL has slammed a football 
club for not maintaining an athletics 
track as agreed in a lease agreement. 

A report produced by Northampton 
Borough Council says that the athletics 
track at Sixfields and run by 
Northampton Town Football Club is in a 
poor condition. 

It stated of the facility, which is used by 
the Rugby and Northampton Athletics 
Club, that its pole vault and long jump 
were not usable and that the track was 
damaged and covered in mud. 

As part of the agreement that saw the 
Cobblers lease Sixfields from the 
council, the football club is responsible 
for the costs and upkeep of the track. 

The council has said it believes the 
costs of necessary repairs to be nearly 
£50,000, but £450,000 would need to be 
spent in order to get the track up to 
competition standard, similar to the 
international track at Bedford. 

At a scrutiny committee meeting on 
Monday the council passed the report 
onto cabinet who will now look to see 
what can be done to enforce the 
recommendations. 

Councillor Brendan Glynane said: 
“With the 2012 Olympics approaching 
there is going to be a lot of interest in 
track and field events and it should be 
our legacy that those competitions take 
place in our town.” 


Cllr David Garlick said: “I am 
concerned that under the current terms 
of the lease there was no way of 
checking that the criteria were being 
met and I would hope in the future we 
would be able to check on the upkeep of 
the track by the football club.” 

However, Tony Clarke, who used to be 
the general manager at the Cobblers, 
has hit back and said that the lease 
effectively saves the council £500,000 a 
year in costs. 

He also said that that the football club 
had been owed £28,000 in rent from the 
athletics club but had settled for less 
and was putting 50 per cent of the rent 
back into improving the facility. 

Cllr Clarke, who still represents the 
club in a community capacity, said: 
“This had been a political exercise. 

“The council want to have a 
competition venue like the one in 
Bedford but if you look at the books of 
the council you will see that they fund 
the facilities to the tune of £700,000 a 
year. 

“The council and the athletics team 
want the facilities for nothing and 
expect the football club to shoulder the 
costs. 

“Of course the idea behind the lease 
agreement in 2004, was that the ground 
would be redeveloped and as part of 
that the football club were going to help 
fund a new track in another part of the 
town but we all know how the council 
have felt about the redevelopment.”

“Smokey is actually 
quite camera shy so I 
was very conscious not 
to upset her during the 
record attempt so we 
kept it all very calm 
and low key.” 

She is now waiting to 
hear on the verdict. 


Cops up the 
robbery ante 

POLICE have launched a 
crackdown on robbery.

Escape bid prisoner 
handed longer stay

A SERIAL burglar who escaped 
from prison after complaining 
he was being bullied has had his 
sentenced increased by six 
weeks. 

Alan Upton, 22, was imprisoned 
at Spring Hill open prison near 
Aylesbury but left the facility left 
with another inmate on 
December 23 last year. 

Northampton Crown Court 
heard on Monday that he was 
serving a two year sentence from 
June 2010 for burglary and had 
been transferred to the prison 
from Woodhill, near Milton 


Keynes. Prosecuting, Michael 
Waterfield said: “Mr Upton 
decided to leave as he felt he was 
being bullied as a result of being 
moved to a new hut and said he 
was also being forced to leave the 
site to buy alcohol for other 
inmates.” 

The court heard how Upton 
went to Northampton to stay 
with his girlfriend and stayed 
there until his re-arrest on 
January 1. 

Defending, Stephen Evans 
explained that Upton hoped to 
be moved back to Woodhill 
prison to help him deal with his 
drug problems as it was a high 
security facility. 


Mr Evans said: “He was a drug 
addict and he wants to go back 
into high security because, by the 
very nature of the institution, 
they are very good at keeping 
drugs out.” 

Upton was sentenced to a 
further six weeks and Recorder 
David Hatton said he felt he had 
no choice but to give a similar 
amount to his accomplice who 
had already been sentenced. 

He said: “My hands are tied with 
your sentence as your 
accomplice has already been 
sentenced by another judge and 
if there was much of a difference 
then there would be sentiments 
of injustice.”

With Northamptonshire 
County Council leader 
Jim Harker 


Facing up to council life 
working with less cash 


A S leader of the council, I am 
very pleased to have this 
opportunity to give readers 
of the Herald & Post an update on 
the main issues affecting the 
authority in Northamptonshire on a 
regular basis. 

Probably a bit about the county 
council would be a good start. 

The county covers 913 square 
miles and has a population of over 
630,000 people. 

The council has the responsibility 
of providing a range of services to 
its public, including education, 
elderly and social care, fire and 
rescue, emergency planning, 
highway maintenance, new roads 
and public transport, libraries, 
heritage, economic development, 
trading standards and lots of other 
important areas. 

To carry out these functions, it 
has an annual gross revenue 
budget of £1,032 million and a 
capital programme [to build 
schools, roads, etc] worth over 
£110 m. 

It has around 16,000 employees, 
about half of which are teachers, 
and has over 600 buildings, 
including schools, from which the 
services are provided. 

There are 73 councillors, each 
representing on average around 
9,000 residents, and politically 
there are 56 Conservatives, nine 
Liberal Democrats, six Labour and 
two Independents. 

Every year, in February, the 
council agrees its budget for the 
coming year, upon which the 
council tax is based. Council tax 
provides about 23 per cent of the 
total revenue income - the rest is 


received via a number of Central 
Government grant schemes. For 
the last six years, we have kept 
council tax below the level of 
inflation. 

This year sees a zero rise and, as 
a result, Northamptonshire 
continues to have the lowest Band 
D council tax of all the English 
counties. 

This year, of course, has seen us 
having to face up to 
unprecedented challenges in 
balancing our budget because of 
the need to find £74 million worth 
of savings and service reductions. 

This is required because of the 
council tax freeze and the 
reduction in Government grants. 

This is a national challenge, not 
just for us in Northamptonshire, as 
the Coalition Government faces up 
to the massive public sector deficit 
it has inherited. 

Our own plans to boost the local 
economy and increase prosperity 
have already been started with the 
provision in last month’s budget of 
a £2 million economic 
development fund and the 
establishment of a private- 
industry-led Enterprise 
Partnership. 

Their job will be to attract inward 
investment, develop our existing 
businesses, especially in high-value 
sectors and stimulate an 


environment of growth, entre- 
preneurships and employment 
opportunities. We plan to establish 
a sector orientated ‘enterprise 
zone’ in Northamptonshire, based 
on high performance engineering, 
electronics, aerospace, computer 
sciences, green energy, etc, with a 
range of incentives to attract these 
businesses to establish themselves 
in Northamptonshire. 

T o close on a happy note, 
Northamptonshire has a long 
and close relationship with 
Prince William and the Spencer 
family and the county has a 
wonderful history of celebrating 
royal events such as the 
forthcoming Royal Wedding. 

I thought it was important that as 
a council we did everything we 
could to make sure people across 
Northamptonshire are able to 
organise their own celebration 
events for the wedding. 

We have, therefore, created a 
special webpage to help people 
kick off their planning for a street 
party or fete. 

Events such as Royal Weddings 
add to the rich history and heritage 
that Northamptonshire can boast 
and I am proud the council will play 
an important role in helping 
communities come together to 
celebrate this special day.

A PRIMARY school came up with a 
novel way of filling its new library 
with books. 

Hardingstone Primary School 
was running short of funds to 
provide literature for its new 
facility so applied for a donation 
from a community fund through 
Britannia which is part of The 
Co-operative Financial Services.

Man who conned 
council lands jail

CONMAN Paul Morrissey, who 
tricked his way into a legal job at 
Northants County Council, has 
been jailed for 15 months. 

Morrissey, 45, from Arnold, 
Nottingham claimed he had two 
degrees, said he was qualified to 
work as a lawyer and signed 
documents which implied he 
was a solicitor. 

In fact, the only academic 
courses he attended were a 
fiction and TV script writing 
course, Northampton Crown 
Court heard last Thursday 

When checks were being made 
on him Morrissey made a false 
claim of misconduct against his 
boss who was suspended. 

He then overcharged the 
council for his services. 

Prosecutor John Lloyd-Jones 
said he had got the job in August 
2007 through an agency after 


lying and exaggerating about his 
qualifications and previous 
experience while employed by 
Nottingham solicitor firms. 

A year later he was made 
deputy head of legal services. 

He also claimed to have higher 
diplomas with the Institute of 
Legal Executives but no records 
of him could ever be found. 

The Solicitors Regulatory 
Authority became concerned 
about Morrissey when they 
thought he had been signing 
documents purporting to be a 
solicitor when he was not. 

Their letter to the council was 
never received because 
Morrissey intercepted it. 

He then made an allegation of 
professional misconduct against 
Christopher Whittington, his 
boss. 

Mr Whittington was suspended 
and then cleared but had lost out 
on a promotion in the meantime. 

Mr Lloyd-Jones said Morrissey 


would self-bill invoices for his 
work through the recruitment 
agency that found him the job 
but while Mr Whittington was 
away he also invoiced the 
council directly - doubling his 
pay. 

Morrissey pleaded guilty to 
fraud and theft of £13,365. 

Jailing him Judge Richard Bray 
said: “You claimed you were a 
qualified solicitor. 

“Your CV was nothing but a 
fabricated script calculated to 
deceive the council.” 

A spokesman for 

Northamptonshire County 
Council said: “As soon as any 
wrongdoing came to light we 
acted quickly and appropriate¬ 
ly- 

“A full investigation has been 
carried out and appropriate 
action taken to improve the 
employment processes in place 
to minimise the chances of this 
happening again.”

Woman dumped her 
trash before moving

A WOMAN has been fined for 
disposing of her rubbish on a 
residential street. 

In October last year two men 
and a woman were spotted 
dumping a mattress, fridge 
freezer, microwave, saucepans, 
toys and six sacks of waste on 
grass near Uppingham Street in 
the Semilong area of 
Northampton, by a resident. 

They reported the incident to 
Northampton Borough Council's 
environmental crime officer who 
went out to investigate the mess.

Ms Zonke was then contacted 
by the council and admitted 
leaving the rubbish because she 
was moving to Nottingham and 


emptying the property. At 
Northampton Magistrates’ Court 
on Friday, Zonke pleaded guilty to 
fly-tipping and was ordered to 
pay a £90 fine, a £15 victim sur¬ 
charge and £150 towards the cost 
of the clear up. 

A council spokeswoman said: 
“Fly-tipping is a real problem 
which is a constant battle for our 


environmental wardens and crime 
officers. We know that enforce¬ 
ment sends out a very strong 
message but to be able to take this 
kind of action we need evidence. 

“We want people to keep their 
eyes open and report incidents 
but we also need them to speak 
up and give evidence that we can 
use.”

AstnrceJ 
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Asbestos worker 
fights for justice

A MAN who claims he developed 
cancer after being exposed to 
asbestos as a teenager is looking 
for people he used to work with 
to fight for compensation. 

Christopher Gibney, 64, from 
Nobottle, who suffers from 
mesothelioma, trained as a 
painter and decorator with HH 
Woolnough & Son Ltd, based in 
Harlestone Road, Northampton 
during the 60s. 

He says he was exposed to the 
dangerous chemical which is 
linked to the cancer in numerous 
jobs during the five years he 
worked there from 1963 to 1968. 

However, the company went 
bust in the 80s and unless he can 
find out who their insurers were 
at the time, he has no chance of 
claiming the industrial disease 
compensation he believes he 
deserves. 

Mr Gibney said: “I was 16 when 
I started working there but it 
wasn’t until 40 years later, in 



2004, that I became ill. As soon as 
the doctors told me I had been 
exposed to asbestos, I knew it 
must have been during my time 
atWoolnough’s.” 

During his time with the 
company Mr Gibney worked on 
various estates including Byfield, 
Woodford Halse, Braunston and 
West Haddon. 

Mr Gibney said: “Because I was 


the young apprentice, I was given 
what I would call the less 
attractive jobs. 

“I would use a wire brush to 
clean the guttering which was 
made of an asbestos material, 
causing a fine dust which got all 
over my clothes and hair and 
which I would breathe in.” 

Mr Gibney was diagnosed with 
the cancer in April 2005 and has 
since had to have part of his lung 
removed and has had regular 
chemotherapy and radiotherapy. 

He and his wife, ludy, contacted 
solicitors in 2006 to help them 
fight for the compensation but 
the case faltered when the 
insurers could not be found. 

However, if they can find out 
who the firm’s former insurers 
were they may be able to build a 
case.

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Saints march in 
with traffic plan

RUGBY fans are being 
encouraged to get into the flow 
of a new traffic management 
trial taking place on Saturday. 

The scheme has been designed 
as a response to the long¬ 
standing and continuing issues 
surrounding car parking and 
traffic flow in the St James area of 
Northampton on match days. 

Feedback received by 
Northampton Saints shows the 
main reason supporters avoid 
using official car parks is the 
length of time it takes to exit after 
a game. 

In fast-tracking traffic flow 
along Edgar Mobbs Way it is 
hoped that supporters will be 
encouraged to park in the club’s 
official car parks and not in the 
residential streets surrounding 
Franklin’s Gardens. 

The Saints has joined forces 
with Northamptonshire County 
Council, Northampton Borough 
Council and Northamptonshire 
Police to implement the initiative 
this Saturday after the team’s 
home Aviva Premiership Rugby 
match against Sale Sharks. 

The trial has been funded by the 
Saints with backing from the 
county council and the 



Northamptonshire Community 
Safety Partnership. 

It will aim to speed the exit of 
the 1,300 cars that park in the 
rugby club car parks on match 
days without imposing delays on 
other traffic in the Sixfields and 
St James areas. 

To support the trial, 
Northamptonshire Police will 
increase the number of patrols in 
the residential streets around 
Franklin’s Gardens and will 
actively punish those people who 
park illegally and without 
consideration to the needs of 
residents. 

Saints chief executive Allan 
Robson said: “Traffic 

management in the St James and 
Sixfields areas on match days has 
been a long-standing concern 


that we have been aware of. We 
are therefore very happy to be in 
a position where we can imple¬ 
ment a trial like this and work 
closely with the relevant authori¬ 
ties, who have all been very posi¬ 
tive in their approach to the proj¬ 
ect.” 

Supporters, residents and 
casual road users are being 
reminded this exercise is a trial 
and further assessments will be 
carried out in the future. 

It will start at 4pm and will 
continue until 7pm or until traffic 
flow has returned to normal. 

Edgar Mobbs Way will become a 
one-way road between the Saints 
car parks and the TGI Fridays 
roundabout at Sixfields, where 
temporary traffic lights will allow 
cars to exit Edgar Mobbs Way 
onto Upton Way. 

However, Edgar Mobbs Way will 
remain two-way between the 
Saints car parks and Harvey 
Reeves Road and St James Mill 
Road, allowing cars to exit in the 
direction of Northampton town 
centre. 

Access to businesses in Harvey 
Reeves Road and St James Mill 
Road will only be available via 
Weedon Road. 

Meanwhile, Ross Road will also 
temporarily become one-way 
towards Weedon Road.

TWO lecturers are set to head East to 
investigate the potential of using Asian 
plants as crops in the UK. 

Thanks to bursaries from the Farmers’ 
Club, Malcolm Goodwin and Dr Russell 
Sharp who teach at Moulton College, will 
head to East Asia this August to conduct 
field studies to gain greater knowledge of 
current production practises. 

Mr Goodwin will be visiting China to 
investigate how bamboo is cultivated as a 
non-food crop, while Mr Sharp is planning 
on going to Japan to study the cultivation 
of Chinese Yams. 

Both lecturers will be studying the 
environmental conditions, soils and pests 
where these crops are grown along with 
their cultivation techniques. 

They will then assess the likelihood that 
UK-based farmers and growers could 
replicate these conditions and if a 


profitable market currently exists for 
these crops. 

Mr Sharp’s visit will depend on the 
situation in Japan following the earthquake 
and tsunami. 

He said: “The Japanese use some really 
innovative techniques to produce this 
tuber crop and I am excited about seeing 
their cultivation in the field. 

“Chinese Yams are currently imported 
for the Chinese food market but there is 
no reason why this crop cannot be grown 
in Britain, especially by farmers already 
geared to potato cultivation.” 

It is hoped his work will strengthen 
Moulton College’s knowledge base in field 
crops and they aim to be working with 
growers near to their East Northants 
Vocational Skills Academy in Higham 
Ferrers and the Moulton College 
Peterborough Centre.

Man used fake Tesco 
vouchers to buy PS3

A 24-YEAR-OLD man who was 
found with £4,000 worth of 
counterfeit Tesco vouchers was 
spared jail last week. 

Bedford Magistrates’ Court 
heard that Valdas Paragis of St 
Leonards Road, Northampton, 
purchased a Playstation 3 console 
and aftershave from Tesco in 
Cardington Road, Bedford, on 
December 23 last year. 

After returning to his car, his 
accomplice went back into the 
store to buy a laptop computer 
but staff had become suspicious 
and police were called. 

Last Thursday, the court heard 
that Paragis had been on the 
internet looking for a job when he 
came across an advert for 
counterfeit Tesco vouchers. 

Paragis, pictured, bought them 



for £2,000 and when he was 
arrested police found 53 books of 
fake vouchers. 

Prosecuting, Emma Curryer 
said: “Previous to this offence 
Paragis and the co-defendant had 
purchased a laptop from a Tesco 
store in Birmingham with the 
fake vouchers. 

“The defendant paid for the 
goods using £300 of these 
vouchers and he was given £21 
back in cash. 


“There were 53 books of 
vouchers found in the vehicle and 
when the pair were arrested and 
searched at the police station 
officers found another four 
books. 

“In total there was 
approximately £4,000 in 
counterfeit vouchers.” 

Magistrates handed Paragis a 12 
month community order to carry 
out 200 hours of unpaid work and 
was ordered to pay £85 court 
costs.

THE size of an historic park in 
Towcester has doubled. 

South Northamptonshire Council 
and West Northamptonshire 
Development Corporation 

(WNDC) have acquired nearly 30 
acres of land in die town centre 
which will increase the size of the 
recendy opened Water Meadows. 

They are investing a combined 
£150,000 to buy and restore the 
land, making even more of the 
Grade II registered historic park 
available for the community to 
use and enjoy. 

Formerly part of the Easton 
Neston Estate, around 28 acres of 
the Water Meadows were 
previously restored and opened 
to the public in April 2010. 

They were unveiled alongside 
the renovated Bury Mount, a 
scheduled ancient monument, 


which has been at the centre of 
Towcester since medieval times. 

Together, they are the centre¬ 
piece of the Moat Lane regenera¬ 
tion project which received 
formal planning permission earli¬ 
er this year and will see the 
creation of new shops, offices, 
community facilities and a library. 

Portfolio holder for environ¬ 
mental policy at South 
Northamptonshire Council, Cllr 
lohn Townsend, said: “Since this 
land was opened to the public a

year ago, it has been widely used 
and appreciated, not only by the 
people of Towcester but also 
visitors to the area. 

“I feel that this second phase 
with its lovely river bank and 
views across to the racecourse is 
even more beautiful and certainly 
the two together make for a 
spectacular stretch of countryside 
open for all.” 

It is anticipated that the expand¬ 
ed Water Meadows will be open to 
the public in summer 2011.

NEW byelaws could soon be 
introduced in Northampton 
which would ban skate¬ 
boarding in car parks in the 
town. 

Anyone found breaking the 
rule could be fined up to 
£500. 

Northampton Borough 
Council is seeking final 
approval from the Department 
of Communities and Local 
Government to update the 
byelaws to tackle low-level 
anti-social behaviour. 

Provisional approval was 
granted last month following 
extensive consultation under¬ 
taken by the authority with 
residents about replacing the 
existing laws which were last 
looked at more than 30 years 
ago. 

The new guidelines would 
see restrictions placed on 
dangerous and nuisance 
skateboarding, fairground 
attractions causing 

obstruction to traffic, 


urinating in a public place, 
dangerous games near high¬ 
ways, games on highways to 
the annoyance of residents, 
touting in a manner to cause 
obstruction or annoyance 
and interference with road 
warning or life saving 
equipment. 

Skateboarding would also 
be banned in the Mayorhold, 
St Michael’s, Grosvenor 
Centre and St John’s multi 
storey car parks as well as St 
John’s and Albion Place open 
car parks. 

After receiving provisional 
approval to adopt the byelaws 
the council was required to 
publish a public notice giving 
four weeks in which people 
could object. 

No objections were received 
by the deadline and so final 
approval is now being sought. 

The Secretary of State is 
expected to approve the new 
byelaws which are likely to 
come into operation 
sometime in May.

Dione Priddy’s husband Mark 
died last April, aged 41, after a 
five year battle with the early- 
onset of Alzheimer’s. 

Mark passed away just 12 days 
before the 2010 London 
Marathon but Dione kept her 
promise to him and completed 
the run. 

She raised more than £14,000 
for Alzheimer’s Research UK. 

Dione, who is from 
Northampton, aims to raise 
thousands of pounds again for 
the charity when she runs for a 
second time on April 17. 

Explaining her motivation for 
taking part again this year, Dione 
said: “Mark was only 36 when he 
was diagnosed with early-onset 
Alzheimer’s. 

“I was shocked to discover 
research into this devastating 
disease is dreadfully under¬ 
funded. 

“I promised Mark I’ll do every¬ 
thing I can to help Alzheimer’s 
Research UK defeat dementia 
and I’ll be running the 2011 
Virgin London Marathon to do 
exactly that in his memory. 


“When we met in 1995 Mark 
was the life and soul of the party. 

“Ten years later, after a period 
of wondering what was wrong, 
he was diagnosed with this cruel 
disease. 

“Our world was turned upside 
down and it was particularly 
difficult for our two daughters, 
Eleanor and Bethany. 

“Before long, Mark was unable 
to walk, talk or do anything for 
himself and needed the 
specialist care of a nursing home. 

“We made the most of the time 


we had and have many 
photographs and videos so we 
can all remember the good 
times. 

“Words can’t describe how 
much I want a cure for this 
disease so that other people 
don’t have to suffer.”

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Mallinder’s England boys back in town to crush Wasps

‘HELLO, hello, it’s good to be back,’ roars the 
thunderous opening track of Oasis’ generation 
defining (What’s the Story) Morning Glory 
album. In years to come, people of a certain age 
may well look back on the current Northamp¬ 
ton Saints team with a similar misty-eyed fond¬ 
ness. 

With the Sky Sports cameras present, Sunday 
certainly was good for their England stars to be 
back as Jim Mallinder’s outfit ran riot against 
London Wasps at Franklin’s Gardens. Ben Foden 
and Chris Ashton both scored tries, captain 
Dylan Hartley was an inspiration and Tom Wood 
battered the visitors in attack and defence. 

The 39-3 win appeared to dispel any lingering 
fears over whether Northampton have truly re¬ 
ignited their Aviva Premiership title challenge, as 
well as coming at a time when there is a 
Heineken Cup quarter final at ‘home’ to Ulster in 
Milton Keynes less than two weeks away. 

Director of rugby Mallinder was keen to play 
down the impact that the return his internation¬ 
als have made since the end of the Six Nations, 
but conceded they are pleased to have them 
available. 

“What we have found from all of the England 
players is that they have come back hungry and 
wanting for us to kick on as a team,” he said. 

“I think they have been equally as frustrated as 
we have, seeing us slip down the table. 

“We’re delighted to get them all back and now 
it’s a case of building up momentum for the rest 
of the season. 

“It makes a big difference with the interna¬ 
tional lads, but also the fitness with Lee Dickson 
playing another game, Courtney Lawes has an¬ 
other game back, and combine that with the 
pitches getting harder. 

“With our pack you’d like to think we’d play a 
decent game during the wet weather, but I think 
we do suit a good, dry surface like that. 

“Putting all of those together, it combined to 
make a good performance.”

COURTNEY Lawes believes that having players 
back from injury and suspension has made as 
much of an impact for Northampton Saints as 
their England internationals returning.

The former Kings Heath ABC fighter is set to 
take on wily journeyman southpaw Kristian Laight 
[6-91-6] in the headline bout at Northampton’s 
Park Inn Hotel after getting his career back on 
track under the guidance of promoter PJ Rowson. 

Spence [8[2]-3] comes into the fight on the 
back of three convincing points victories from his 
last three contests and is now making the step up 
ten rounds to challenge for a title. 

“It’s brilliant,” said the 26-year-old, adding: “It’s 
not a major title but it’s a stepping stone. It’s a 
ten-rounder which you need before you can move 
onto the English and British titles. It is a step in 
the right direction, which is what I want.” 

Spence, has never gone more than six rounds 
during his career, but is not daunted by the 
prospect of going another four as he steps up to 
championship level. However, he admits that he 
may have to temper his all-action style, which has 
earned him the nicknamed ‘Mr Excitement.’ 

“He [Laight] is a southpaw so I’ve got to change 


my tactics anyway, but over ten rounds I’m going 
to have to take it easy,” said Spence. 

“I’ll have to see how the fight pans out and see 
what he is like. I don’t want to go all guns blazing 
too soon because I’ve got a whole ten rounds to 
do that. It’s not going to be easy because he is a 
southpaw and they’re always awkward. That’s the 
only worry I’ve got really.” 

While Spence is preparing for what he admits is 
his biggest fight so far, former Far Cotton Boys 
ABC amateur Ashley Lane is set to make his pro 
debut on the under card in a four-rounder at 
bantamweight. Injuries have hampered the 
former Midlands ABA Champion in recent years, 
but Lane is already aiming high ahead of his first 
contest in the paid ranks. 

He said: “Even when I was training at Far Cotton 
with John Daly, I’ve always been aiming for the top 
lads. When I was ranked in the top five in England 
I said to John that I wanted to move up the 
rankings. But then I got injury and the last couple 
of years I’ve been plagued with them and it has 
not gone too well. 

“I’ve always thought if you’re going to get 
yourself somewhere then you’ve got to box the 
lads that are there where you want to be. 

“I said to John the other day, ‘give me a few 
months and I want to box Stuart Hall’ - he’s 


number one in my weight. That’s just a little joke, 
but in a few years I want to be British champion, 
hopefully with dreams of being a European and 
world champion.” 

Elsewhere on the card, Lane’s former club-mate 
Nathan Reeve [2[l]-0] has his third outing at 
bantamweight, with light heavyweight Liam Daly 
[1-0] also in action in his second professional 
contest. 

■ OLIVER Avill claimed the 54kg Midlands ABA 
title on Sunday with a majority decision win over 
Retford ABC’s Stephen Rolfe in Coventry. 

The Far Cotton Boys ABC fighter now goes 
through to the national stages of the junior 
competition, with the quarter finals taking place 
in Bedworth next month. 

However, club-mate Jimmy Singh missed out on 
a place in the last eight of the Senior ABA 
tournament after being defeated by Great Britain 
international Antonio Countihan. 

Eastside ABC’s Countihan took victory by a 
majority decision against Singh, who won an ABA 
title three years ago.

Boss Johnson is using boys 
from Brazil as his blueprint

WITH each passing year, the mystique 
surrounding Brazil’s 1982 World Cup squad 
grows and grows despite their failure to win the 
greatest show on turf. 

The aesthetically pleasing, free-flowing, 
liberated style of play from Tele Santana’s side 
won them many admirers globally, only for the 
Auriverde to come a cropper at the hands of 
Paolo Rossi and his ruthlessly efficient Italian 
team-mates. 

Yet their legacy as the great entertainers lives 
on, born out of Santana’s desire to stop Brazil 
trying to imitate the physical approach favoured 
by the European powerhouses of the time. 

Fast-forward 29 years and the spirit of ‘82 still 
lives on at Sixfields, where recently appointed 
Northampton Town boss Gary Johnson is striv¬ 
ing to build a side capable of fighting for the title 
along with showcasing entertaining, attacking 
football. 

Indeed, when Guillem Bauza grabbed an 
equaliser at the death in last Friday’s 2-2 draw at 
home to Torquay United it sparked a pitch 
invasion by the fans. All it needed was a shower 
of ticker tape and it could have been a scene 
from the Maracana. 

“I felt that the reason the supporters jumped 
over the players and that we were all ecstatic at 
the end was because a draw was the least we 
deserved,” said Johnson afterwards. 

“We had four one-on-ones with the keeper, a 
couple of set plays in the box and we had 12 
chances to their three, and that’s against a very 
good team. 

“We only got a point, but we’ve got to treat that 
like a win because we did play that way. “It will 
come and when you play like that and get that 
sort of pressing for 90 minutes, the ability that 
we have got now we will see us win soon. 

“Torquay are a decent side, there was two good 
teams out there and that was a proper football 
match.” 


It was a game that had everything. Kick-off was 
delayed half an hour due to Torquay being stuck 
in traffic on the M5 and having to change 
coaches, but they took the lead after 14 minute 
through Eunan O’Kane’s strike from outside the 
area. 

It was defender John Johnson that got the 
Cobblers back on level terms on the half hour 
with his seventh goal of the season. It came from 
a retaken free kick that angered visiting boss Paul 
Buckle, but that would prove to be the case again 
later. 

Billy Kee then looked to have been Torquay’s 
super sub when he hit a 92nd minute goal, only 
for another retaken set piece leading to Bauza - 
currently filling the unglamorous workhorse role 
of Brazil legend Serginho but who the fans will 
be hoping can be Roberto Dinamite - grabbing 
his first goal for the club. 

The scenes of unbridled joy following what was 
virtually the last kick of the game have been 
rarely seen at Sixfields this season, and Johnson 
praised the crowd for their backing on the night. 

He said: “It showed the passion and we’ve got 
to bring that back to the club. We can get on a roll 
when that happens because it is the chicken and 
egg situation. 

“The lads show passion and the supporters 
show passion, and it might be the supporters 
that start it first. 

“We’ve got to get the two sets in unison so we 
can get the best out of them, and you saw when 
the crowd are positive, the lads are positive and 
putting their efforts in then it all comes together. 
“We really should have won that game because 
we were the better team.” 

Johnson was in no doubt that a draw was 
the least his side deserved, and now at¬ 
tention turns to putting right 
Northampton’s wretched away form, 
which has seen them win just twice { 
on the road this season. 

He said: “It would have a very diffi- | 
cult talk in the dressing room be¬ 
cause the lads would have been 


really down and I would have had to have said to 
them, ‘look lads, you have done more than 
enough and you’ve got less than you deserved 
out there.’ 

“I would have had to have given that speech 
otherwise it wouldn’t have been fair because they 
had played well. 

“It was fantastic that we got that equaliser 
because then I could go in there and be much 
more bubbly and give them the weekend off. 

“They can rest their legs and look forward to a 
couple of away games where we can try to turn 
our away form around.”

Bauza admits 
boomer would’ve 
been better as a 
match-winner

GUILLEM Bauza capped a man-of-the-match 
performance with his first goal for 
Northampton Town in last Friday’s 2-2 draw 
at home to Torquay United. However, the 
Spaniard was not planning on celebrating 
too much. 

“The champagne is just to open when you 
have got a great thing to celebrate, and just 
one goal and a draw is not that great a 
thing,” he said with a smile on his face. “We 
will save it for a better thing like a 
promotion or a hat-trick.” 

It has been an impressive start to his 
Cobblers career for Bauza, who was capped 
by Spain at youth level and partnered 
Fernando Torres up front during the national 
team’s triumph in the 2001 Under-16 
European Championships. 

He has certainly made an impression with 
the club’s supporters, who mobbed him 
after he grabbed that late leveller. 

Bauza felt it was a deserved point, saying: 

“I think the goal was just the belief of the 
team in the 95th minute - we believed that 
we were going to get the goal. We took the 
free kick and everyone was ready to get the 
second. Luckily the ball rebounded to me 
and I just smashed it into the net because all 
the hope of the team was in my feet, and 
then it went in. I was just so happy for the 
team and for the fans because I didn’t think 
they deserved a defeat. 

“We deserved a win or at least a draw, and 
to get that final goal meant everyone could 
go home thinking the team is getting better 
and doing the right things.” 

Both of Northampton’s goals came from 
set pieces, which is something that 
manager Gary Johnson has spent time 
working on with the players in training since 
taking over from Ian Sampson. 

Bauza was one of Johnson’s first signings 
and the forward has been impressed with 
him so far, saying: “When you get a good 
manager you can see straight away how the 
team is set defensively, offensively and also 
at set pieces. 

“A good team works every step of the 
game and set pieces are an important thing. 

“We need to keep working on them. We 
scored two goals and we could have maybe 
scored another.” 

Although the last two games have seen 
improved performances from Northampton, 
they are still 12 games without a victory in 
League Two and Bauza is eyeing that first 
win under Johnson away to Accrington 
Stanley on Saturday. 

Bauza said: “In Saturday’s game we might 
need just half a chance and we will score. 

We just need to keep believing and doing 
the right things.”

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Capel’s kids can fire Steelbacks 
to county silverware this season

DAVID Capel believes that Northamptonshire’s young guns are primed to 
fire them to promotion in the LV= County Championship ahead of the 
start of their Division Two campaign next week. 

They have one of the toughest possible openings to the season, heading 
down to glamour boys Surrey for the first four-day match on Friday, April 8, 
which is then followed by home games against last year’s relegated sides 
Kent and Essex. But head coach Capel knows that if you want to be the best, 
you have to beat the best and is looking for the new-look, youthful 
Northants to fulfil their potential in 2011. 

He said: “I look at what Worcestershire did last year when they struggled 
for two-thirds of the year and then got everything coming good for the last 
third of the season, and got promotion. With a younger group of cricketers 
I thought that was a great achievement on their behalf and I would like to 
see us emulate something like that. I think this squad is ready to take off. I’m 
not a fan of saying, ‘we’re nearly there but let’s take the foot off the acceler¬ 
ator because we need another year in the second division.’ 

“It could work out that we are maturing at a certain rate - we have got 
some senior players in there that compliment our younger ones, but I really 
need to keep seeing that growth from the whole team to get maximum per¬ 
formance from all people.” 

The emergence of wicketkeeper David Murphy and batsmen Rob Newton 
and Ben Howgego last summer is a testament to the work being done with 
the academy at the County Ground. They add to the ranks of home-grown 
players like David Willey and Alex Wakely, coupled with several veterans of 
the county circuit and the international experience of captain Andrew Hall 
and overseas star ChamindaVaas. 

Northants’ decision to place faith in their youth has also seen them shake 
off their reputation of being stocked with non-English qualified players that 
led to them being dubbed the ‘Steel-boks’ by detractors. 

“People did criticise us for having some non-English qualified players, but 
at that time it was necessary,” explained Capel. “We had a plan all the way 
through and our younger guys, that we have now got coming through, were 
too young. They were 16, 17 and 18-year-olds, and now they’re 20, 21, 22 - 
the likes of Newton, Howgego, Murphy, Willey. If you have a look at them, 
they are all at that age now where we don’t need that dependency on over¬ 
seas or non-English qualified players. That was always the long term vision 
and people struggled to see that at the time. We’re not all the way with the 
younger players yet - there is still a lot of growing and maturing to do - but 
I believe we are heading in the right direction in that respect.” 

Northants complete their pre-season preparations with a 40-over friendly 
at home to Middlesex today. Their opening first-class fixture of the season 
is a three-day game away to Loughborough UCCE, starting on Saturday.
